Yes, that's right - there are 2 design problems in the S-76 that I 
have found while troubleshooting another difficulty. 


1) WHile probing the various voltages, I noticed that the frequency 
shifted while touching the regulated +150V with a voltmeter probe. 
Also, the received frequency would shift when the BFO was switched on. 


The problem is that the +150V IS NOT BYPASSED! There is RF from the 
6C4 HF osc running around the 150V bus. I added a .05 to ground and 
that solved that. 


2) While solving the above problem, it became evident that there is way 
too much current flowing thru the regulator tube - something around 
40ma. Both the VR150 and the transformer run warm. Trying various 


things, I settled on the following: Increase R35 from 3K to 6K. This 
drops the regulator current in half. However because of decreased 
supply load, the B+ increases. So I then added 1.8K 10W in series with 
the filter choke. At the same time I was checking the voltages on the 
6K6. I also then changed the cathode resistor from 390 to 750 ohms. 
The 6K6 now runs with 250V screen, 320V plate, and -20V bias, which 

is pretty close to tube manual ratings.

The BC-939 was originally used with the BC-610 transmitter in the SCR-399 and 
SCR-299 configuration. It was designed to feed a 15ft. whip or a longwire 
antenna. It was used in a couple of later systems, AN/GRC-26 and AN/GRC-129. In 
the GRC-129 configuration it was coupled to another tuner (I think it was a 
TN-414 but not sure of that number) that extended the range of the transmitter 
to 30 Mhz. However when frequencys over 18 Mhz were used the BC-939 was 
switched out of the circuit. Schematics should not be to hard to find.

My SX-100 is buttoned up for a move so can't look & see inside of it 
or measure its DC resistance (is it really open?), but... 


How about attempting a repair of the BFO coil? As it runs around 50 kHz 
it's liable to have a fair bit of fine wire in it (and possibly high DC 
resistance) but what the heck, if you're going to dump the coil, try it. 


Sometimes wire breaks in coils & such are quite near their ends & so repair 
might be easier than you think. The fine wire is hard to work with though. 


It is also important to find out why the coil went bad. It's wired between 
the grid and plate of the 6SC7 (1/2 triode) & isolated from *all*x DC by two 
blocking caps, one on grid side, one on plate side. However the BFO coil's 
tap runs to ground, so if cap to plate & B+ shorted it might well take the 
coil with it. 


P.S. The BFO in these radios 
is stable enuf for SSB use.

FWIW, I have had both my Hallicrafters SX-110 and EF Johnson Viking Valiant II 
since around 1961, both were bought brand new. In over 36 years, I've 

replaced one tube in the SX-110 and the dial lamps. Nothing else. I peaked up 
the alignment sometime in the late 70's. As for the Valiant, I've done 

nothing at all. No tubes, no VFO alignment etc. Still running just as it came 
out of the box. Only flaw is that some of the paint has flaked off around 

the edges of the front panel, a common flaw in Johnson gear of this era. I've 


never seen this kind of flaking with the Maroon paint, but almost every 

Grey version I've seen has had this flaking. One exception is the Invader 2000 
I got from Mike, VE3FGU. No paint flaking on this one, I wish my Valiant had 
held up as good.

The transmitting end of things is pretty well covered; Heathkit Seneca, and 
a single 4CX250B final amp. I'm a bit light in the receiving end tho. 


I have an Icom R-7000, and a Drake R-8 with the internal VHF converter, but 
I'd prefer NOT to use them for this. 


In the first place, I'm not real impressed with the 6 meter performance of 
the R-8; too many birdies, and I have my doubts about the noise figure. 


The R-7000 is nice, but I don't like the idea of using that sensitive (and 
no doubt EXPENSIVE to repair!) front end in a transmitting environment; one 
mistake and it's curtains with sand state devices. 

What I have in mind is a nice, bulletproof tube converter to go in front of 
my SP-600LF or GPR-90. I'd prefer something that doesn't use anything too 
exotic (no 417B front ends need apply!), but with a reasonable front end 


noise figure. 


Anybody got an old Tecraft or other converter gathering dust out there?

The so-called "Vanni Microphone" modulated RF from an arc thus: A carbon 
mike and dry cells are in series with the primary of a transformer. Its 
secondary energises a two-bobbin electromagnet (like that in a trembler 
bell), and the nearby soft iron armature is linked by a stiff metal rod 
to one of two small electrodes A and B contained in a glass envelope. 


A jet of water strikes the two electrodes forming a connection between 
them. The RF (antenna or earth lead) has to cross this small gap. 


"The direct control of aerial current up to 15 amp. has been obtained by 
this means. In 1913 a 10,000-cycle alternator employed with a specially 
wound transformer called a frequency raiser, for stepping up the 
frequency to 30,000 cycles, was used at Nauen to communicate by speech 
transmission with Pola, a distance of 550 miles." 


IMHU, this looks like an example of "mechanical" (or hydraulic) 
amplification - same sort of thinking as found in Hope-Jones's 
electromechanical pipe organ gadgets, which stemmed considerably from 
his experience as a Telephone engineer. 


In 1908, Majorana used a similar but lower-powered "auatically 
anmplified microphone" but only managed to modulate 0.5 to 1 amp. Water 
and oil cooling were tried, and several "microphones" in parallel. 
Photos showing well-dressed announcers sitting very close to such 
apparatus are really rather alarming!

Keying transmitters with a landline was quite common in the U.S.Navy in 
the late 1930s and 40s. Many transmitters were contracted with interesting 
boxes called "Land Line Control Units". These were large boxes stuffed 
with relays that did just as the nameplate suggests - they controlled a 
transmitter remotely over a land line. Typical operation: 


In some radio room tucked away in a shore station sits a big, beautiful 
transmitter, with its motor-generator, both powered down but connected to 
the AC mains. The thing is all tuned up, and the heaters in the 
oscillator compartment are keeping everything stable. The whole works are 
connected to a land line control unit, powered up and ready for action. 


At some distant land line station, some operator gets a message to send 
out. The get the system started, he depresses his key for a few seconds. 
At the radio room, the control unit sees the keying, and starts the 
motor-generator and transmitter. After a minute or so, to allow the 
transmitter to get ready, the operator is free to send his message, 
knowing that the transmitter is pretuned and running. 


After the messages are sent, the operator is free to move on to other 
duties. Back at the radio room, the control unit starts to see no activity 
on the land line. It then starts a timer. If the operator, for some 
reason, comes back within this period, usually ten to thirty minutes, and 
starts keying again, the control unit will kill the timer. On the other 
hand, if the timer expires, the control unit shuts down the transmitter 
and motor-generator, and the control unit goes back to sleep, waiting for 
another wakeup from another key down condition, as before. 


As far as I can tell, the U.S. Navy had two types of Land Line Control 
Units. One, a 130+ pound floor sitting model, was made by GE and used for 
thier TAJ and TBA series transmitters. The other, a 80+ pound bulkhead 
mount model, was made by Westinghouse for thier TAB, TBL, TBK, TBM, and 
TBU transmitters. Both operated in a very similar manner.
